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PMA  SUB-REGIONAL  MEETING 
Sub-Regional  Meeting  of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration  officials 
will  be  held  in  Fort  Collins,  Colorado  August  5  to  9.     Chief  topic  of  discussion 
will  be  the  1947  Agricultural  Conservation  Practices,  according  to  Mr.  C.  V, 
Hemphill,  State  PMA  Director,    Budgetary  natters,  personnel  ceilings,  and  State 
ACP  practice  allocations  will  also  be  discussud.    Mr.  Hemphill  pointed  out  that 
in  formulating  the  1947  handbook,  extreme  oaro  has  been  exercised  to  retain  those 
practices  which  arc  most  beneficial  to  Now  Mexico  farmers  and  ranchers.    Rates  of 
payments  have  in  some  cases  been  increased,  in  order  to  encourage  the  use  of 
practices  deemed  necessary  for  further  conservation.     Final  approval  of  proposed 
practices  is  expected  shortly  after  the  Sub-Regional  Mcetin".    Program  specialists 
will  attend  the  meeting  in  addition  to  Mr.  Hemphill  and  Mr.  A,  D.  Woofter,  State 
PMA  Committee  member. 

VfHEAT  SET-ASIDE  SUSPENDED" 

Immediate  suspension  of  the  requirements  that  farmers  sell  half  of  their 
wheat  thoy  deliver  to  country  elevators  and  requirements,  that  trucker-merchants 
sell  wheat  they  deliver  to  grain  elevators,  v/as  announced  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  Juno  30. 

In  an  effort  to  avoid  interruption  of  farm  export  shipments,  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  has  offered  to  buy  wheat  at  market  prices,  but  not  exceeding 
prices  based  on  the  selling  prices  available  at  terminal  markets  as  of  June  30, 
1946.     Only  grades  No.  3  or  better  and  Nos.  4  and  5  on  test  weight  only,  will  be 
purchased. 
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Joe  J.  McPhaul,  rancher  of  Fie  Town,  New  Mexico,  has  proven  that  it  pays 
to  follow  a  good  grazing  land  management  plan.    Not  so  long  ago  his  ranch  r:as 
practically  without  watering  facilities.      Poor  distribution  of  cattle  and  over- 
grazing resulted.    Cattle  dwindled  in  numbers  and  these  surviving  became  of  in- 
ferior tyr>3.    Mr.  McFhaul  realized  that  improvements  had  to  be  made  if  he  want- 
ed to  stay  in  business*    Ife  consulted  county  AAA  officials,  plans  were  made. 
Tanks  were  built,  wells  drilled,  new  stock  trails  mapped  out.    Arroya  water 
has  been  diverted  by  erosion  control  dams.    Carrying  capacity  on  the  ranch  has 
been  practically  doubled.    Superior  animals,  veil-fed  and  watered,  now  roam 
the  range  in  place  of  lean,  thirsty  animals.    Mr.  McFhaul  is  still  in  business 
on  a  higher  productive  basis  and  has  guaranteed  his  future  income  by  good 
management  and  the  performance  of  needed  range  conservation  practices. 

MOI-rSY  FOR  CONSERVATION 
Operators  of  11,103  New  Mexico  farms  will  collect  close  to  §5,000,000  for 
carrying  out  approved  farm  and  range  conservation  practices  under  the  1945 
Agricultural  Conservation  Program.    C.  V.  Hemphill,  State  PMA  Director,  said, 
in  releasing  the  figures,  that  approximately  vy2, 500,000  of  this  amount  has  al- 
ready been  paid  to  New  Mexico  farmers  and  ranchers.    Substantially  all  applica- 
tions have  been  approved  and  the  balance  of  the  payments  should  be  in  the  hands 
of  fame  rs  and  ranche rs  in  the  near  fii  ture • 

LIVESTOCK  AND  MS  AT 

All  meat  and  lard  set-aside  now  in  effect  with  the  exception  of  set-aside s 
ordered  under  the  authority  of  the  Second  ".Tar  Powers  Act  were  suspended  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  on  July  I,  1946.    Meat  packers  will  remain  subject 
to  all  unfulfilled  set-asides  and  the  delivery  provisions  of  the  order  cover- 
ing their  production  through  midnight  June  30,  1946.    The  order  suspending 
includes  beef,  pork  and  lard,  veal,  and  canned  meat. 


FARM  SAFETY 

President  Truman  has  proclaimed  the  week  of  Jvly  21  to  27  as  the  week 
national  attention  will  be  focused  on  the  prevention  of  farm  accidents.  The 
basic  elements  of  ah  educational  program  on  farm  safety  are  rooted  in  recognizing 
two  principal  factors:     (l)  the  physical  handicaps  which  cause  accidents  or  fires 
and  (2)  the  faulty  human  behavior  which  fails  to  respond  to  these  hazards  or  a 
hazard,  and  to  inspire  the  person  to  remove  the  cause  for  the  hazard.  Safety 
education  must  be  continued  the  year  around  in  order  to  prevent  accidents.  Each 
year  accidents  claim  half  again  as  many  farmers  and  rural  people  either  killed, 
permanently  disabled,  or  temporarily  injured  as  the  total  battle  field  toll  of 
World  War  II — -1,700,000  farm  people  as  compared  to  1,100,000  military  personnel. 
These  are  the  cold  figures.     The  tragedy  is  that  most,  if  not  all,  the  farm 
casualties  could  be  prevented. 

PREPARED  FOR  RAINS 

Mr.  Clyde  Van  Scoyk  of  Stanley,  Nov/  Mexico,  has  prepared  for  the  heavy  rains 
in  1946  by  constructing  in  the  fall  of  1945,  3,646,400  linear  feet  of  contour 
furrowing  on  540  acres  of  grazing  land,  according  to  Mr.  Herman  Dinklc,  Santa  Fc 
county  ACA  committeeman. 

MILLS  TO  GET  LOAN  WHEAT  IIT  JULY 

Continuation  through  July  of  its  program  to  lend  wheat  to  mills  in  hardship 
cases  was  announced  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    As  in  June  the  wheat  will 
be  released  to  enable  mills  to  supply  areas  where  consumer  bread  supplies  may 
be  found  to  bo  definitely  short  of  the  reduced  emergency  levels. 

Requests  for  Government  wheat  will  be  considered  only  in  the  case  of  mills 
having  wheat  and  flour  totaling  less  than  one-half  of  their  authorized  July  grind 
for  domestic  distribution.     The  authorized  grind  in  July  is  85%  of  the  monthly 
average  quantity  of  flour  produced  for  domestic  distribution  in  1945.     Tho  author- 
ized grind  in  Juno  was  75%  of  the  1945  average. 
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
